Vlons Mahlum Appeared Before 
the Council in the Matter of 
Contract for Power. 


The receiving of the report of tho en­ 
gineer on tho cont of paving the alley in 
block 43 wan the purpose for which the 
special meeting of the city council last 
evening was called, but there was con­ 
siderable other business of importance 
transacted. 
Tho city engineer s report 
of cost of alley improvement was 110.75 
for each 25-foot frontage on the alley. 
Alderm an Opsahl thought it was unfair 
as his lot lay lengthwise of the alley and 
he would have to pay assessment on 1(55 
foot frontage. 
Keened Nevers are in 
the same boat but put in no objection 
to the proposed improvement. 
W hen the president called the meet 
ing to order Aldermen Gardner, Peterson 
Opsahl, Baker, Farrar and Twohey and 
President Johnson were present, Alder­ 
man Armstrong coming in later. 
The report was accepted and the m at­ 
ter laid on tho table till the regular 
meeting of Ju n e 4, in order that tho 
possibility of equalizing the burden of 
the assessment might be looked into by 
the city attorney. 
Alderman Farrar made a motion that 
the arc lamp at the corner of Rosewood 
and 15th street, bo moved to the cor 
nor of 13th and Rosewood. 
Alderman 
Peterson, of that ward remarked that 
the only 
way out of it for him was 
to refrain from voting on the matter. 
Motion was carried. 
The discussion 
brought out the fact that the culvert 
recently put in by tho street commis­ 
sioner was only about eight feet wider 
than the wragon track, and was railed 
like a country bridge. 
C ity Attorney 
Mentor remarked that ho considered it 
a very poor piece of economy to put any 
such culvert in the streets, that it 
should bo full width of the street so as 
to avoid possibility of driving off the 
end or around tho culvert into the ditch 
in the dark. 
Alderman Peterson said that as they 
were criticising conditions in lim ward 
he wanted to say that there was a very 
bad piece of street in the sr mud 
ward. 
Tho piece referred to by him is on 
the 
west side of the river on the road lead 
ing toward the W ise ranch, Gut within 
the city limiter. 
He stated that it need­ 
ed a culvert to carry the water under 
the grade. 
Alderman (Jaidnor rose to ask if tie 
piece of road in question was not on the 
road to his, Peterson’s, farm, which 
raised a laugh at the expense of the 
member from the fourth ward. 
The 
matter was refeired the street comm t 
tee with ] ower to act. 


The matter of lowering tho water 
main and connections on 
Kingwood 
street on account of changing the grade 
in order to pave, was referred to the 
waterworks committee to investigate 
and report at next meeting. 
Mons Mahlum appeared before the 
city council regarding the question of 
increased power for the Mahlum Lum ­ 
ber Co. 
He stated that the company 
used 23 horse power for about 55 hours 
a week and 27 horse tho other five. 
That they are willing to pay 
tho $225 
necessary to put in a larger transformer, 
but did not think they should be com­ 
pelled to pay for the full 35 horse power 
that their motor could develop, when 27 
horse power was all they could use at 
any time. 
The matter was referred to 
the electric light committee.

Carriers Will Not Open Boxes Unless Sign 


Is 
OisplayedOn 
and 
After July 


I, 
1906 


It has been tho custom in the past 
for rural mail carriers not to examine 
for mail rurnl boxes to which no mail 
delivery was made, and upon which no 
signal was displayed. 
The signal was 
to indicate that the patron had deposit 
ed mail in the box for collection and the 
carrier then took it up. 
If he had mail 
to deliver he was supposed to examine 
tho box for mail for collection. 
The 
postoffice department has now issued a 
rule governing tho matter. 
The following instructions aro includ­ 
ed in a recent letter to postmasters: 
1. 
On and after Ju ly I, UGO, patrons 
of tho rural delivery service will be re­ 
quired to display signals on their boxes 
when they leave mail in them for car­ 
riers ts collect, as, after that date, car 
riers, when serving their routes, will not 
be required to open and examino any 
mail boxes except those to which they 
have mail to deliver and those on which 
signals aro displayed to indicate there 
is mail for carriers to collect. 
2. 
Those patrons whoso 
boxes are 
not provided with signals must attach 
thereto Homo device which, when dis­ 
played, will plainly show 
passing car­ 
riers there is mail to bo collected. 
It 
is not necessary that such device shall 
bo either complicated or costly; a very 
simple arrangement w ill answer the pur­ 
pose. 
3. 
Carriers must lower tho signals 
on boxes after making collections, pro­ 
vided no mail is left therein; and must 
display the signals when they deposit 
mail for patrons, unless the patrons 
have made request to the contrary. 
4. 
Tho carriers must be instructed to 
promptly inform patrons of their routes 
w ith regard to this order.

General Manuel Leandro Barillas, for­ 
merly president 
of Guatemala, with 
200 cavalry and a stock of 700 rides, 
crossed the Mexican border at a point 
near 
Motozinla 
and 
is aiming 
at 
Quetzatlange, 
a 
large 
town 
gar­ 
risoned 
by 
Guatemalan 
regulars 
Barillas has great coffee estates in 
that neighborhood, where he Is very 
popular and 
whence he was 
driven 
four years ago by President Cabeira 
It is relieved that Quetzatlange will 
be taken without much bloodshed. 
Barillas 
successfully 
evaded 
the 
search of the authorities.' He will re ­ 
cruit now men on 
his march across 
the mountains, the people being loyal 
to him.
